Side was beat in, and fhe funk abput an Hour after ; 
upon which they took to their Boat, and ‘had been 
about two Days rowing for the Shore, but were fo 
fpent when Capt. Soaper met them, that they had ro 
Power to help themfelves, and were brought on 
board as Men almoft void of Reafon and Strength ; 
but being foon after carried on Shore, and well 
looked after, they all recovered their former Health 
and Strength. 

mF 9 March 24, From Northampton we have 
the Account of a very furprizing and uncommon Ac- 
cident, which fell out there on Lord's Day the 13th 
Infant : In the Time of the Forenoon Exercife on 
that Day, juft after the Rev. Mr. Edwards had begun 
his Sermon, fuddenly the whole Front-Gallery in the 
Meeting-Houfe fell down, with a Noife like a loud 
Clap of Thunder, there being about 200 Perfons in 
it and underneath ;it ; many of whom were much 
bruifed and wounded, bur not one killed outright, 
tho’ feveral were taken up for dead. The reft of the 
Affembly thinking the whole Fabrick would fall 
next, haftned our as faft as poffible ; but fome of the 
principal Perfonsof the Town, with others, prefent- 
ly repaired to the Relief of thof that were buried 
in the Rubbifh, and with the greateft Affiduity and 
Caution foon got them all out of their diftrefling 
Confinement. It is faid, that Seyen or Eight of the 
wounded Perfons are in very dangerous Circumftan- 
ces, and not like to recover it. {tis very wonder- 
ful, if we confider the Number of Perfons under- 
neath, and the vaft Weight that fo fuddenly came 
upon them, that no Life was loft ; but it is owing to 
the good Providence of God, that it happened at a 
Time when the People were fitting, and fo the weigh- 
ty Force with which the Gallery came down, was in 
a great Meafure prevented coming on them by the 
Tops of the Pews in which they were. 

On Wednefday the 16th Inftant at Night, a very 
forrowful Providence happened at Woodftock ; a 
very fine Houfe belonging to John Chandler, jun.

Placey by a 
Gentleman lately come from thence,that it is very fick- 
ly there ; and that while, he was there; he \faw a 

rodigious Quantity of Flies, which they call Pigeon’s~ 

eck Plies; that when they arofe he took them to 
be Birds, ‘they being fo large., {: happening to blow 
hard, the Wind carry’d them,inte the River, where 
they all dy’d ; but as they floated upon the Warer 
they wete drove afhore ; and that the Heat.of the 
Sun had putrified them to that Degree that no Per- 
fon could pafs near that Place, the Air being infected 
with their Corruption. The Quantity was fe great, 
that Fifty Carts could not have contain'd them. 

‘The fame Gentleman fays, that coming down the 
River, being bound here, they faw a Wreck upon 
the Shore, which we fuppole to be the Scooner 
above-mentioned ; and that upon the Paflage, they 
faw two Sloops caft away floating upon the Water, 
but could nor dilcern any Perion on board of either.
